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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 14, filed September 7, 2006, with respect to 
claims 1 , 10, 17, 22, 23, 29, 31 , 33, and 35 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 10, 17, 22, 23, 29, 31, 33, and 35 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-23, and 25-36 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon further 
consideration, the Examiner concedes that the combination of Packingham et al. and 
Anupam is improper, because VoiceXML, at the time of invention, did not support the 
DOM event API required by Anupam to perform the saving of user input up to a 
bookmarked location. Furthermore, while Packingham et al. suggest other language 
analogous to VoiceXML, namely SpeechML and VoxML, a review of the prior art 
provides no indication that either of these languages at the time of invention would 
support the DOM even API required by Anupam. Therefore, combining modifying 
Anupam to be compatible with Packingham et al. would render Anupam unsatisfactory 
for its intended purpose.
